A Gazerrs scribe te-day learned that 


The Golden Fleece Mine. 
[From the Enterprise.) 

Professor Frank Stewart returned 
yesterday ſrom an examination of the 
Golden Fleece mine in Peavine dis- 
trict beyond Reno. le reports the 
mine in afield of porphyry vastly wider 
and deeper than that io which the 
Comstock is found. Of the mine it- 
self he says it is the most enormous 


s'iver-bearing quartz lode in the 
United States, and he believes in the 
world. One crosscut is sixty feet long 
and no wall bas been touched at either 
end. Austher crosscut ef forty-five 
feet expeses a true hanging wall on the 
west end, but the east end is still in 
ore. The Professor says he selected 
come of the meanest looking ore he 
could find in diferent portions of the 
mine, and from his selections had 
three assays made, which were respec- 
tively, $62.83, 211.38 and $69.12. 
The ores on the surface of the Golden 
Flv ece ave very rebellious, being charged 
with sulphide of zine aud iron, 
with lead, but there is ng particuler 
trouble in 1educing them, as has been 
demonstrated with samp'es sent to 
Denver. The prefesso~’s belief is that, 
as porphyry has never in this state 
proved to be the home of base metal 
ores, a little sinking, say to 300 or 
400 fcet, will reveal slid sulphuret 
eres in the Golden Fleece, the same 
as are found in the Comstock. In- 
deed, old miners will remember that 
in piaces along the surface of the 
Comstcck the same treuble with zinc 
and lead was had with base ores that 
the owners of the Golden Fleece are 
xperiencing now. The true stvike of 
the Gelden Fleece is almost north and 
south, but a small chimney of trachyte 
about 450 feet in diameter has in one 
place disturbed the lode, causing it to 
assume a slightly crescent shape and 
fairly palverizing the quartz where the 
trackyte encroached en the ledge. 
His tinal conclusion is that the proba- 
bilities of the Golden Fleece ledge are 
immense, and that its pusibilities are 
inesiimavle. The lead is reached by 
twe well-graded reads, it is only ten 
miles from the railroad, there is plenty 
of water near and wood is delivered at 
$6 per cord. It is opened only about 
200 feet.

The Golden Fleece Mine. 
[From the Enterpriee.] 
Professor Frank Stewart returned 


| yesterday from an examination of the 


Golden Fleece mine in Peavine dis- 
trict beyond Reno. He reports the 
mine in afield of porphyry vastly wider 
and deeper than that in which the 
Comstock is found. Of the mine it- 
self he says it is the most enormous 


silver-bearing quartz lode in the 
United States, and he believes in the 
world. One crosscut is sixty feet long 


and no wall has been touched at either 
end. Anether crosscut ef ferty-five 
feet ex poses a true hanging wall on the 
west end, but the east end is still in 
ore. The Professor says he selected 
some of the meanest looking ore he 
could find in different portions of the 
mine, and from his selections had 
three assays made, which were respec- 
tively, $62.83, $211.38 and $69.12. 
The ores on the surface of the Golden 
Fleece are very rebellious, being charged 
with sulphide of zine and iron, 
with lead, but there is no particular 
trouble in reducing them, as has been 
demonstrated with samp'es sent to 
Denver. The prefessor’s belief is that, 
as porphyry has never in this state 
proved te be the home of base metal 
ores, a little sinking, say to 300 or 
400 feet, will*reveal solid sulphuret 
eres in the Golden Fleece, the same 
as are found in the Comstock, In- 
deed, old miners will remember that 
in places along the surface of the 
Comstock the same treuble with zinc 
and lead was had with base ores that 
the owners of the Golden Fleece are 
experiencing bow. The true strike of 
the Golden Fleece is almost north and 
south, but a small chimney of trachyte 
about 450 feet in diameter has in one 
place disturbed the lode, causing it to 
assume a slightly crescent shape and 
fairly pulverizing the quartz where the 
trachyte encroached en the ledge. 
His final conclusion is that the proba- 
bilities of the Golden Fleece ledge are 
immense, and that its possibilities are 
inestimable. The lead is reached by 
twe well-graded roads, it is only ten 
miles from the railroad, there is plenty 
of water near and wood is delivered at 
$6 per cord. It is opened only about 
200 feet.
